The 
business of regular stores was so badly dis- 
rupted that the stores started moving stock 
out to the sidewalks to compete with the 
worker-sellers.

THE LILIENTHAL CASE 


Two years ago, in February, Senator Bourke 


Hickenlooper presided over a committee which 
considered the question of the confirmation of David 
Lllienl.hal as chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. Quite a. dossier of data was placed before 
Senator Hickenlooper showing not that LilientTial 
was a Communis>t or a fellow-traveler, but. rattier 
that.in his management of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, lie was indifferent, insensitive and not 
ulert to the Communist infiltration into American 
life. 


Senator Hickenlooper disregarded all this data 


on the ground mainly that he did not want to be 
involved in red-baiting. At that time, it was as- 
sumed 
that 
this 
Republican-headed committee 


would open the entire question of Communist ac- 
tivities in T.V.A, and even the prospect of the Rus- 
sians stealing the bomb through American agents. 
The Republicans ducked the issue. 


Across it ran another foul lino. Lllionthal is an 


American official. He is appointed as an American. 
It does not matter whether he is a Jew, a Catholic,' 
ui Protestant or a Confucian. Nobody raised a re- 
ligious Issue except Lilicnthal's friends, who main- 
tained that he vnas opposed because ho is a Jew. 
Tlie rionsence in that Is that nobody raised any'ob- 
jections at' all to two other commissioners, .Rear 
Admiral Lewis L. Strauss and Dr. Robert F. Bacher, 
both of whom are Jews, Strauss, in fact, being 
president of Temple-Emau-el in New York, the lead- 
ing synagogue of America. 


The anti-Semitic charge was a lie and anti-Se- 


.mltic In character, for if a man is beyond criticism 
because of his religious origin, then he is ipso 
facto excluded from holding office among a free 
pcoph>, That lie is being revived today. David Lilien- 
thal, as an official, is so imperious, so arrogant that - 
other men do not work well with him and therefore 
he dof.-s not get the best results. That has nothing 
to do with the faith of his fathers and that lie 
needs to be stamped out quickly. 


Yet, at the time oE his confirmation, politicians 


were afraid of it. They were afraid to be involved 
in extraneous issues and to be attacked and smeared 
as being what they are not. At any rate, Hickon- 
lobpcr, who was opposed to Lllientha), switched to 
favor his appointment and it went through. 
. 
Lilienthal's defense always seems to be that he 
makes the usual run of human mistakes. That is not 
good enough. He and his friends, the authors and 
supporters of the Achoson-Lilienthal report, built a 
fire under Bernard Baruch, and were it not that 
that old gentleman is very stubborn and knows how 
to fight back, he would not have represented us at 
the United Nations and we should not today' have 
the bomb, so far as we know, exclusively. That 
episode was not a "human mistake"; it was empire- 
building, it was sacrificing-the United States for 
a'doctrinaire internationalist position, 


. Afjoin, the treatment meted out to General 
Leslie R. Groves, who organized the manufacture- 
of the bomb and saw the Manhattan project 
through' to completion, was as scandalous and in- 
decent as anything -ever done in our country. Gen- 
eral Groves, who should be a.national hero, has been 
deprived of -due credit, has been shunted to a side 
position, and has retired to civilian life. That was 
dirty politics, and, as usual with New Dealers, it 
was playod"on the high level of improvised prin- 
ciple, on the issue of civilian vs. military control. 
Actually, the Army made the bomb and they did a 
good Job of it.'David Lilienthal wanted the job and 
Dean Acheson.helped him,get it. 


Senator Hickonlooper now finds that what he 


was told two years, ago was correct and''he now 
demands that Lilienthal be fired. Had he not 
switched on the question of .confirmation two years 
ago, lie woujd not now be in a. position o£ eating 
his words. And that holds 'for Senator Vandenberg 
too. The-trouble with so many gentlemen in the 
..Senate is that they gamble that things never will 
•work out as badly-ns they inevitably must, and 
they follow the line"of avoiding controversy in the 
hope that the truth-will, be'Vforgotten. Truth, how- 
over, has .a way of bobbing up—often after a na- 
tional disaster.

Facts About Lilienthal Are Same as Before He Was 


Confirmed for A. E. C. Chairmanship " 


By DAVID LAWRENCE - 


Washington, May 26—Because 


of the mysterious, nature of tho 
atomic bomb, almost everything 
that is said or done about the 
Atomic Energy Commission takes 
on 
a 
mysterious 
atmosphere. 


Hence any charge that tho 'bin 
"secret" or any Infinitesimal part 
of the'valuable material used in 
making bombs has 'been lost is 
bound to produce excitement and 
perhaps a bit of hysteria. 
No 


secrets, however, have been given 
away or stolen. 


The facts about "David Lilien- 
thal, chairman of the all-impor- 
tant Atomic Energy Commission, 
arc the same today as when he; 
was the subject of controversy be- 
fore being confirmed. 
He Is n 


loyal, American and is as devoted 
to the preservation of secrets as 
anybody else who could be named, 


But the new controversy doesn't 
concern itself with matters at 
loyalty. They go to the question 
of efficiency. 
Mr. Lilienthnl can- 


not be expected personally to po- 
lice all the plants where projects 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion are being handled. He can, 
however, be expected to hire ancl 
supervise officials who will set-' 
that the work is efficiently done. 


When Mr. Lilienthal was tho 


head of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, it was his habit to. dele- 
gate to the general 'manager the 
job of administration. 
He: has 


been doing, virtually the samu 
thing now in a much larger proj- 
ect. 
The question has 
arisen 


whether the job of administration 
can be delegated entirely to sub- 
ordinates and whether it doesn't 
involve the chairman himself in 
administrative 
responsibilities of 
a concrete nature. 


But to raise this issue is not 


.to indict Mr. Lilienthal or to jus- 
tify the calls that have been made 
for his resignation. Oh the con- 
trary,, it is healthy to have tho 
joint committee of the Senate and 
House and the public made, fully 
aware, through occasional public 
hearings, of the delicate problems 
involved- in policing the commis- 
sion's work. 
Mr. Lilienthal admits that er- 
rors have been made. He speaks 
of them: as "human errors." This 
means merely that mistakes can 
occur and such mistakes as havo 
happened are by no means dan- 
gerous in themselves. . They indi- 
cate the possibilities if the project 
is not carefully administered. 


The fact that a test of security 


was made and that three bars of 
u r a n i u m 
stolen and 


were hypothetically 
retained for three 


months by a security officer is n 


subject of real anxiety. It has 
been argued that only an out- 
sider could have -had access to the 
uranium but the theory behind 
security precautions is that only 
insiders would ever have an op- 
portunity to do any stalling. 


Tho Idea of the test came from 


inside the commission itself. What 
seems unfortunate is that the ab- 
sence of the three bars of uranium, 
was not discovered promptly. This 
apparently was because no ado- 
qua'te system of keeping track of 
materials of this kind has yot 
been devised. It takes a compli- 
cated bookkeeping and checking 
system to make sure that money 
isn't stolen .from a bank and the 
wonder Is that uny is ever stolon— 
but it Is, even under the most 
elaborate system of precautions. 


What is needed is some kind of 


system of checking materials In 
constant use that is absolutely se- 
cure. To get such a system in the 
Atomic Energy Commission's set- 
up would not perhaps have been 
possible without tho recent pub- 
licity. 
Incidentally, the 
actual 


amount of uranium said to have 
been really lost probably will turn 
out to be negligible, and. It may 
develop that- it was never'stolen 
at all, but wasted. 


There remains the question oj 


fellowships to scientists. Obviously 
any knoWn Communists shouldn't 
get any fellowships or help or 
anything else from the govern- 
ment or any of its projects. The 
specious cry of the Communists 
that they are merely a political 
party and that they are being 
punished for their political beliefs 
seems fantastic indeed when lead- 
ing Communists have announced 
that in; the event of war with 
Russia they would not fight the 
Russians. 
' 
But even this issue is not as 


simple as it appears. The scien- 
tists are a group peculiarly inter- 
ested in seeing that other scien- 
tists "are told what they discover. 
That is their training and back- 
ground. To get the wholehearted 
cooperation of good scientists, it is 
necessary to win their confidence. 
Hitler lost the confidence of his 
scientists -and thereby lost the 
war. Some of those same scientists 
helped the Allies. It is important 
not to discourage the scientists 
and this is not a problem that can 
be handled by politicians. 


David Lilienthal is the man to 


keep on with this difficult job— 
and being checked constantly by 
a vigilant congressional committee 
will help him do a better job.

Albany, N. Y., May 27 UP)—Un- 


employment

The layoff trend, In progress 


since last year, lias become more' 
pronounced in the last several 
weeks, an Associated Press survey 
indicated today. . 


Factory workers have been the 


hardest hit. The number of pro- 
duction employes idled would be 
greater except for the policy of 
many 
companies 
oC shortening 


their work week to keep a maxi- 
mum number on their payrolls. 


It is impossible to state with 


any close degree or accuracy the 
nurnber of persons laid off since 
tho first of tho year. 
The State Labor Department 


has no current over-all figures. Its 
last statistics go back to March. 
These show ' 5,429,399 were em- 
ployed In non-agricultural- jobs in 
the state, compared with 5,480,687 
last January. 'The all-time peak 
was 5,712,800 in December, 1947. 


Unemployment insurance bene- 


fit claims in the week ended May 
13—latest available data—reached 
an all-time high of 468,310. 


The previous high was in July, 


1940, when the number climbed to 


409,000. At that' time, however, 
there were thousands of idle in- 
eligible for benefits because they 
had not worked in the previous 
year. 
The number of benefit claimants 


jumped about 138,000 last Decc m- 
ber-January. Since then the utal

The Division o£ Placement and
